ON CASSINO BY 
SEC. STIMSON 


Allied Attack on Italian 
Fortress Town "Subsided 
Without Achieving Re­ 
sults Hoped For" 


TO PROFIT BY LESSON 


Washington. March 30 IM-') 
Secretary of W ar Stimson, discuss­ 
ing the situation at Cassino, said 
today “ the simple fact is that the 
Germans stopped us.” 
He told a press conference the 
Allied attack on the Italian fortress 
town "has subsided for the time 
being, without achieving the results 
for which we had hoped.” 
The 
Germans, 
Stimson 
said, 
showed again “ that they are obsti­ 
nate and effective soldiers who do 
not quit when they are ordered to 
hold a key post at all cost.” 
“ Their occupation of the steep 
hills where their guns covered the 
town gave the Nazis a continual 
advantage,” Stimson said. 
“ The 
bomb and shell destruction which 
our planes and guns wrought in 
Cassino did not prevent a garrison 
defense by those who suivived our 
explosives and 
by other enemy 
troops who filtered in to join them. 
“ The rubble was good cover and 
the tunnels or caves in the adjoin­ 
ing hills have shelter and ease of 
movement. 
The rains immediately 
after the plan and gun bairage 
made a morass of the open ground 
around the tow'ii and limited the 
use of our tanks, while slowing the 
advance of troops climbing 
the 
hills under fire.” 
Stimson followed up his blunt 
acknowledgment that the Germans 
.stopped the Allies at Cassino with 
this statement: 
“ That would be a severe setback 
only if we did not profit from our 
lessons. 
We have learned a groat 
many things since the war began 
and we have put our learnign into 
practice. 
There is no mason to' 
believe that our ability to profit 
nom experience has ended now'.’’’ 
The secretary also reminded the 
reporters that “no one made this a 
test of Allied power or suggested 
that in these operations we are 
concentrating our main strength.”

Good Neighbor Policy and his doc­ 
trine of the equality of all nations 
are well Intended but unrealistic. Pan 
American conferences have been lik­ 
ened to "meetings of mice, presided 
over by the cat" The war-stimulated 
technological development of the U.S. 
makes this contrast still more dis­ 
proportionate. The mice now face a 
giant lion and are not convinced that 
his present self-imposed gentleness 
will continue after the war. On the 
very first opportunity Congress dis­ 
avowed Wilson’s Fourteen Points. 
Latin Americans fear that the Good 
Neighbor Policy will have the same 
fate, that it will disappear with 
Roosevelt Long range commitments 
that would bind future administra- 
I tions have not been made. The Good 
, Neighbor Policy is based solely on 
the President’s prerogative of con­ 
ducting foreign policy. Congress has 
never officially approved it. On the 
contrary, the Senate failed to ratify 
one of the first treaties made under 
i the policy—the "Sanitary Convention” 
i of 1935, Roosevelt’s attempt partially 
r to remove Argentina’s long-standing 
meat grievance. This and other dis­ 
avowals of the Good Neighbor Policy 
have contributed more than any Nazi 
propaganda to convince Argentinians 
and many other Latin Americans that 
there has been no genuine reversal 
of the practices of "dollar diplomacy.” 
MR. ALFARO CHALLENGES: The 
legal equality of states is a well 
established principle of international 
law, not an unrealistic innovation of 
the Good Neighbor Policy. The fact 
that the "mice” meet with the "lion” 
in conference and sometimes oppose 
him without being devoured proves 
the affectivity of the policy. No evi­ 
dence exists of Latin American fear 
that the policy may be reversed as 
exclusive of the Democratic Party. 
Abolition of imperialistic practices 
began during the Hoover Adminis­ 
tration. Enlightened American opinion 
overwhelmingly supports the policy. 
Its reversal would mean failure for a 
contrary policy, not for good neigh­ 
borliness. 
DR. WEIL REPLIES: International 
law is as much a fiction as equality 
of states. The truth is that there is 
no "world-cop” to enforce interna­ 
tional law or good neighborliness. In 
the last analysis, it is power alone, 
economic and political, that countsRn 
international relation. At the moment, 
satisfactory results are being achieved 
by not using the "big stick.” But what 
if the situation changes? After the 
war, the U. S. will have to export 
capital to Latin America if she is to 
maintain full employment in the U. S.

MR. A LFA R O OPENS: The Good 
Neighbor Policy has been the great­ 
est success in the history of Inter- 
American relations. These relations 
have not always been happy. There 
have been wars, acts of force, impo­ 
sition, pressure, tutelage, imperialism 
—resented by the weaker nations 
south of the Rio Grande. When ha­ 
tred was allayed, there remained two 
deep-rooted sentiments—fear and dis­ 
trust. Fear the "Colossus »f the North” 
should violate the integrity of neigh­ 
bor nations, in accordance with the 
sinister doctrine of "Manifest Des­ 
tiny.” Distrust, characterized by the 
belief all actions of the U. S. were 
aimed at the ultimate purpose of con­ 
trolling their internal and external 
affairs. The old U. S., Inter-American 
policy was inspired by those doc­ 
trines and practices which we know 
by the names of the big stick, dollar 
diplomacy, constitutionalism, pater­ 
nalism, hegemony, intervention, mili­ 
tary occupation. Reversal of these 
practices constitutes the Good Neigh­ 
bor Policy. Franklin Roosevelt gave 
it its felicitous name. His dealings 
have been consistently based on the 
doctrine of legal equality; the respect 
of all sister nations, large and small, 
weak and strong. He, Cordell Hull 
and Sumner Welles, have destroyed 
fear and distrust and achieved the 
unprecedented spirit of solidarity with 
which the new world is facing the 
gravest crisis of human history.

mation under Argentina’s leadership, 
as exemplified by Chile’s, Paraguay’s 
and Bolivia’s recognition of the Far­ 
rell regime in Argentina, hardly con­ 
stitutes evidence of an "unprecedent­ 
ed spirit of solidarity.” Nor do the 
custom unions Argentina was able to 
conclude with Chile, Paraguay and 
even Brazil, show that "fear and dis­ 
trust” of the U. S. have been "de­ 
stroyed.” Spending millions in Latin 
America, though expedient for the 
war effort, has done little to dissi­ 
pate the countries’ anxiety as to their 
post-war prospects. The "mice” need 
reassurance regarding the "lion’s” fu­ 
ture attitude. 
MR. ALFARO REPLIES: The soli­ 
darity brought about by the Good 
Neighbor Policy is unprecedented be­ 
cause never before have the peoples 
and governments of the continent 
acted so harmoniously. A comparison 
of the situation during the First World 
War with the existing conditions is 
sufficient evidence. The regional eco­ 
nomic agreements do not disprove 
large implications of political agree­ 
ments behind the all-American front. 
Disturbing conditions in one or two 
countries out of twenty-one do not 
mean failure of the policy. In human 
endeavors success can only be meas­ 
ured by the attainment of essential 
aims, 
by preponderance 
of good 
achieved over evil combatted. Hence 
the Good Neighbor Policy evidently 
him not failed.
